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TO ABATE THE TUNNELL NUISANCE. 

During the taking of evidence before the joint committee 
of the House and Council, a witness was asked if the tun- 
nel nuisance could not be abated by the use of hard coal in 
the terminal locomotives and by whitewashing the walls of fue 
tunnel. The answer was evasive. ; 

The management of the Pennsylvania railway are about to 
experiment with electric fans to relieve the tunnel under the 
city of Baltimore of smoke and gas. It will be done on 2 
large scale—a scale in keeping with the usual enterprise of the 
Pennsylvania railroad company. There will be a smoke duct 
ten feet in diameter, in which will be enormous suction fans 
driven by electricity. A huge smokestack will complete the 
outfit. 

It is evident that there are more ways than one to abate the 
tunnel nuisance. Instead of abandoning the tunnel, which {is 
the beginning of a much needed underground system, why not 
follow the example of enterprising managers and abate the 
smoke nuisance? 
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St. Louis must expect to make a good impression upon al! 
the convention people who will come here next year, as well 
as upon the other World’s Fair visitors. We must show them 
that this city is the best place to hold all conventions 

THE PAINS OF SCIENCE. 

The two operations to which the dying Pope submitted with 
such patient fortitude, were by no means the most distressihg 
in scientific surgery, but either of them was probably much 
more distressing than the natural death for which the Pope had 
so completely prepared himself. 

“I love you all but I am tired,” he said at a crisis when, but 
for the resources of modern science, he would probably have 
died painlessly and very soon. One operation, however, was so 
successful that it prolonged his life until it could be still fur 
ther prolonged by another of the same kind. 

In a late and seemingly authentic story of China, it is related 
that when one of the coolies employed by an American party as- 
cending the Yang-ste-kiang, threw himself into the river, his 
companions sat immovable in spite of urgent appeals to save 
him. “What for?” they asked. “He is tired; he wants to die.” 

This view is altogether too Chinese and natural to be com- 
mendable, but there ought to be some middle ground between 
the altogether natural and the altogether oscientific. Until 
there is, the pains of the science which prolongs the life of the 
very eminent or the very wealthy must continue to be far more 
formidable than the pains of any natural mode of dying. 
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It ought not to cost “lots of money” to be a candidate for 
governor of Missouri. So long as it does how can we expect 
honest govermment in the state?

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CAN YOU SWIM? 

The time has come for the usual summer sermon on learning 
to swim. It is timely, however, all the year round. 

A young man at Poughkeepsie was helping a young woman 
fnto a boat at a wharf. He lost his balance, fell overboard and 
was drowned. If he had been able to swim a single stroke he 
could have been saved. It may be taken as a general proposi- 
tion that where there is water enough to drown in there is also 
enough to swim in. A man who is washed off an ocean steamer 
in the middle of the Atlantic may have some excuse for drown- 
ing, but not one who falls off a boat by a wharf. ; 

Swimming is an art easily acquired, delightful in its exercise 
and, at times of priceless utility. Why then should anybody be 
fenorant of it! ;

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BUMP OF REVERENCE IN SCIENCE. ° 

The average man is not endowed with a high, protruding 
Dump of reverence for anything nowadays. But he will have to 
cultivate that bump, if he is to believe all the fairy tales the 
modern scientists are telling him. 

About radium, for example. They say an ounce of it woukl 
lift all the ships of the British navy as high as the top of Ben 
Nevis—a mountain 4400 feet high; yet no one ever saw & fme- 
ment of radium lift « feather or anything else. They say the 


energy since the creation of the world, and will continue to do 
so as long as the world lasts, without appreciable loss of 
weight. Yet no one has weighed a bit of radium at intervals of 
ten years or more, for it has not been known more than a few 
months. 

These are but samples of the tremendous assertions made by 
the modern scientist in regard to his new discoveries. and yet 
the tendency is hardly to be regretted. Experience has shown 
that a teeming and vivid imagination is as necessary to the 
scientist as it is to the artist. It is another thing, however, 
to ask the layman to take all these assertions without a grain 
of salt. Under the lamp of humor they appear grotesque. The 
imaginative faculty of the scientist has grown much faster 
than the bump of credulity among the people. The wonders are 
too wonderful for easy assimilation. 


Why should people in cities in the northern climate, where 
the meroury goes up to 102 and where heat prostrations are 
so numerous, ever fear the heat of St. Louia, which is always 
tempered by a southern breeze, and which causes comparatively 


few prostrations? 
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THE TERMINAL AMENDMENTS 

The House of Delegates deserves commendation for its ex- 
pressed purpose to protect St. Louis in the amendments to the 
terminal loop bill adopted at last night’s session, but the ef- 
fectivences of the measure, which is in the nature of an ex- 
pertment, is extremely doubtful. Is there not great danger that 
under this bill St. Louis will get neither a through rate nor the 
abelition of the bridge arbitrary? 

The annual payment—$100,000 for the first two years and 
$200,000 thereafter—which is required of the Terminal Railroad 
Association tn tho event of its failure to abolish the bridge 
arbitrary is a bagatelle in comparison with the returns of the 
tolls which emable the railroads in the combine to enjoy free 
bridges and terminals, the entire cost of which, with a surplus, 
being squeezed out of Bt. Louis 'commerce alone. This is 
equivalent to a large dividend, the bridge tolls alone amounting 
to net less than $8,000,000. 

The compensation is, of course, worth while to the city and 
marks a triumph of public opinion led by the Post-Dispatch, 
but the abolition of the bridge arbitrary is the great thing nec- 
essary to the growth and prosperity of St. Louis, and the ques- 
tion of the effectiveness of the $200,000 penalty to accomplish 
this end is the main question. 

The trouble with this amendment is that 1t gives the Termi- 
nal Association the loop without assuring any concession to St. 
Louis commerce. The estensible purpose is to abolish the arbi- 
trary, but it offers an easy alternative. There should be no al- 
ternative. The condition shoult be flat. 

Will not the termina] cembine find a way to retain the 
bridge arbitrary and lay the cost of the bill upon St. Louis 
commerce ? . 

The sacrifice of the levee is a great mistake. The House 
sheuld not have consented to this blow at the development of 
river traffic. The Association should not be perniitted to take 
seven blocks of the river front. 

But regardlees of the action of the Municipal Assembly or 
the attitude of the terminal combine the bridge arbitrary must 
be abolished. St. Louis cannot thrive with this burden upon 
her commerce. All St. Louisans must combine against this 
unjust, oppressive and hampering tax upon St. Louis trade. 
NO GRANTS WITHOUT THE ABOLITION OF THE 
BRIDGE ARBITRARY IS THE ONLY SOUND PLATFORM

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LOCKJAW FOLLOWS 
PISTOL =WOUND 


M. J. Brennin Suffering From Tetan- 
us as Result of Fourth 
of July. 


M. J. Brennin, 18 years old, living at 1416 
Biddle street, came to the City Hospital 
Saturday morning to be treated for tetanus 
caused by a blank cartridge pistol wound. 
Brennin accidentally shot himself in the 
left leg on the Fourth, but as the wad of 
the cartridge scarcely penetrated the skin, 
no alarm was felt by the boy’s parents 
until Friday, when symptoms of tetanus 
were observed. 

When Brennin reached the hospital his 
muscles were rigid and his jaws almost 
completely closed. 

The pistol which he used was one of the 
toy affairs, of which a large number were 
sold during the period of celebration. The 
cartridges were the ordinary crimped, rim- 
fire variety. 

Although this is the only case reported 
to the St. Louls authorities of tetanus con- 
tracted from the blank cartridge this year, 
the records of other cities for the Fourth 
of July period in years past show a large 
number of such cases. 

More than 200 cases of tetanus were re- 
ported from New York City institutions two 
years ago, and an order was sent out last 
year to the various dispensaries and hospi- 
tals to use the tetanus antitoxin sereum 
in every case of blank cartridge wound. 
This was a@ preventive measure, and the 
number of cases reported that year was 
less than half of the preceding year’s 
record. 

It was formerly supposed that the dirt 
which got into the wound was responsible 
for the disease, but experiments recently 
made show that this is not the case The 
wad and powder carry the germ of tetanus 
into the wound, and in almost every case 
tetanus results. 

These wads form excellent hiding places 
for the germs, and one wad could carry 
millions of the germs. In between the lay- 
ers of paper of which the wads are made, 
are cavities where the germs repose in a 
seocenens state until they fall on such fer- 
tile ground as the human system. 

Not only the wads, but the powder also 
carries the germs. Experiments made by 
the board of health of Newark, N. ; 
shortly before the Fourth of July, prove 
conclusively that the powder contains te- 
tanus germs. No one variety is responsi- 
ble, but wae | make of cartridge investi- 
gated shows the presence of tetanus germs. 
The police department was asked to pre 
vent the sale of the pistols and cartridges 
in Newark, and alth h there was no stat- 
ute to back up such a request, orders 
were sent out ordering the police to con- 
fiscate all such weapons in the possession 
of celebrators. This was done and there 
were fewer accidsnts reported in Newark 
this year than in years past. 

Physicians at the Hospital have hopes of 
saving Brennin’s life, as he came in soon 
after the disease first appeared. He is be- 
—_ treated with the serum, which proved 
efficacious in two cases last May. —
